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Nottingham  Red  Cross  Show. — ^250  in 
prizes  was  presented  by  Boots  Pure  Drug 
Co.,  Ltd.,  at  a  horticultural  and  dog  show 
and  gymkhana  held  in  the  company's 
athletic  ground,  Lady  Bay,  Nottingham, 
on  September  q.  The  opening  ceremony 
was  performed  by  Lord  Trent.  In  a 
horticultural  section  for  the  staff  of  the 
company,  over  600  entries  were  received. 

North-eastern    Grocer's    Protest. — At  a 

meeting  of  the  North-eastern  Council  of  the 
Grocers'  Federation  at  South  Shields,  on 
September  13,  a  member  protested  that 
chemists  were  permitted  to  sell  goods 
previously  handled  by  grocers.  Black- 
currant puree  was  cited  as  an  example. 
He  said  a  grocer  was  as  well  able  to  know 
whether  the  preparation  was  being  sold 
for  a  child  or  invalid  as  any  chemist. 

Middlesbrough  N.P.U.  Branch. — A  meet- 
ing of  the  Middlesbrough  Branch  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  was  held 
on  September  15.  Mr.  W.  A.  Thompson 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Mr.  J.  Gould, 


Secretary.  A  letter  received  from  the 
Nottingham  N.P.U.  Branch  was  discussed. 
In  it  it  was  suggested  that  the  Society's 
Council  was  acting  inimically  to  members' 
interests  in  not  inviting  certain  other  bodies 
to  be  represented  on  the  Joint  Committee. 
It  was  decided  that  the  Society  was  not 
acting  unwisely  at  this  stage  in  concerning 
itself  only  with  the  views  of  groups  repre- 
senting pharmacists. 

Traders  Protest  Against  Co-op  Essays. — 
A  resolution  protesting  against  a  recent 
decision  of  Glasgow  Corporation  to  allow 
local  co-operative  societies  to  organise  essay 
competitions  in  the  post-primary  depart- 
ments of  the  schools  was  passed  recently  at 
a  meeting  organised  by  the  Council  of 
Retail  Distributors  (Scottish  Section).  The 
meeting  condemned  as  wrong  in  practice 
any  proposal  to  permit  the  promulgation  of 
political  and  commercial  propaganda  in 
educational  establishments,  urging  that 
such  methods"  of  promoting  a  particular 
form  of  trading  organisation  were  inimical 
to  a  democratic  State. 
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National  Association  of  Women  Phar- 
macists.— Miss  E.  F.  Hayward,  66  King 
William  Walk,  Greenwich,  London,  S.E.io, 
has  been  appointed  Secretary. 

More  U.S.  Supplies  for  Eire. — The  Irish 
Red  Cross  Society  has  recently  received  a 
further  consignment  of  medical  supplies 
(valued  at  ^2,920)  from  the  American  Red 
Cross.  The  delivery  was  a  portion  of  a  gift 
to  Eire  of  ^187,500  worth  of  supplies.  To 
date,  the  Irish  Red  Cross  has  received  from 
the  U.S.A.  supplies  valued  at  ^57,500. 

Cheshire  Rose-hips  Target. — Following  a 
tour  of  the  county  by  a  representative  of 
the  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies, 
Cheshire  has  been  asked  to  produce  twelve 
tons  of  rose  hips  this  season.  Collecting 
centres  have  been  opened  at  Chester ; 
Frodsham  ;  Neston  ;  Willaston,  Wirral ; 
Tarvin ;  Calveley ;  Tarporley ;  and  Nantwich. 

Chemists'    Hours    in    Carrickfergus. — A 

Northern  Ireland  correspondent  writes : 
"Eleventh-century  Carrickfergus  still  leads 
the  rest  of  the  country  in  modern  methods 
and  progress.  Local  chemists  have  decided 
that  pre-war  hours  are  antiquated.  They 
have  now  adopted  a  forty-four-hour 
schedule,  as  follows :  Monday  to  Friday, 
closing  time  6  p.m.,  Saturdays,  1  p.m.  ;  no 
Sunday  or  night  duty." 

Eire  Customs  Seizures  Auction. — Among 
goods  disposed  of  at  an  auction  of  Customs 
seizures  held  at  Custom  House,  Dublin,  by 
the  Revenue  authorities  on  September  12 
were  quantities  of  roll  film,  photographic 
plates,  printing  papers,  and  a  variety  of 
cosmetic  and  perfumery  goods.  Most  of  the 
photographic  goods  and  cosmetics  were, 
it  is  understood,  seized  from  persons 
travelling  from  Eire  to  Northern  Ireland. 

Newcastle  Women  Urge   Equal  Pay. 

Following  a  talk  by  Miss  Margaret  Bell 
(Newcastle  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary)  on 
"Hospital  Pharmacy,"  on  September  12, 
Newcastle  Branch  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Women  Pharmacists  embarked  upon 
a  discussion,  led  by  Miss  M.  Wardle,  on 
"Should  women  pharmacists  be  paid  less 
than  men?"  The  meeting  decided  that 
"The  rates  of  pay  for  both  men  and  women 
qualified  pharmacists  should  be  the  same  for 
the  same  grade  of  work  in  both  hospital 
and  retail  pharmacy." 

Devon  Warning  Against  Further  Call-up. 

— At  a  luncheon  held  in  connexion  with  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee for  the  county  of  Devon,  Mr.  E.  H. 
Toogood  (chairman  of  the  medical  benefit 
subcommittee)  reviewing  the  medical  and 


pharmaceutical  service  given  in  the  county, 
said  he  felt  strongly  that  the  time  had 
come  when  no  further  recruitment  or  re- 
placement demands  should  be  made  on  the 
doctors  and  chemists  of  the  county,  other- 
wise it  would  be  a  very  serious  matter  for 
insured  persons  and  the  public  generally. 

Seaside  Antifly  Measures. — Following  re- 
laxation of  the  ban  on  certain  seaside 
resorts,  it  has  been  found  that  beaches  in 
some  areas  are  infested  with  flies  and  other 
pests  in  wide  variety.  They  are  being  dealt 
with  on  a  scientific  basis.  Specimens  are 
being  sent  to  entomologists,  who,  after 
identifying  them,  advise  the  authorities  on 
the  appropriate  action  to  be  taken. 

Premises  Ransacked. — Three  men  en- 
tered the  premises  of  Mr.  James  H. 
Thomson,  M.P.S.,  186  Dairy  Road,  Edin- 
burgh, on  the  afternoon  of  September  13. 
One  of  them  asked  for  a  tube  of  tooth-paste. 
When  Mr.  Thomson  turned  round  to  hand 
him  the  tube  he  found  himself  looking  down 
the  barrel  of  a  revolver.  The  other  two  men 
ordered  him  to  the  cellar  and  then  ran- 
sacked the  premises,  taking  about  £b  from 
the  tilF  The  men  started  to  gag  and  bind 
Mr.  Thomson  but  changed  their  minds  and 
left  him  in  the  cellar. 

Newcastle  Film  Show. — A  large  .attend- 
ance of  members  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  on 
September  7  showed  great  interest  in 
Ministry  of  Information  films  put  on  at  a 
meeting  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  Miss  K.  Bell  (vice- 
chairman  of  the  Branch)  presided.  The 
main  feature  was  a  full-length  film,  "  Blood 
Transfusion,"  which  was  followed  by  three 
"shorts":  "The  Nose  Has  It,"  "Mass 
Radiography"  and  "Defeat  Tuberculosis." 
A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  projectionist  and 
to  the  Ministry  of  Information  w  as  propose! 
by  Mr.  Graham,  seconded  by  Mr.  Babingtoa 

Warning  Against  Unbranded  "  Wines."— 

A  warning  to  the  public  against  buying 
unbranded  concoctions  described  as  "  Wine 
-British  type,"  has  been  given  by  the 
chairman  of  the  North  Midland  RegionS 
Price  Regulation  Committee,  who  pointed 
out  that  there  was  no  limitation  on  the 
prices  charged  for  liquors.  The  report  of 
an  analyst  on  samples  of  "Fine  British 
Golden  Sherry"  and  "  Burgundy  Type"  was 
as  follows:  "Both  liquids  are  somewhat 
inferior  grade  domestic  wines  prepared 
from  sugar  and  vinegar.  The  'Burgundy' 
is  flavoured  with  raspberry  juice  and 
would  commonly  be  described  as  raspberry 
vinegar.  There  is  no  alcohol  in  either 
sample." 
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Shops'  War-end  Decisions. — In  the  event 
of  Germany's  capitulation  the"  following 
procedure  is  to  be  adopted  by  members  of 
the  Liverpool  Stores'  War  Problems  Com- 
mittee:  If  the  "end  of  the  European  war" 
announcement  is-  made  during  business 
"hours,  stores  will  close  immediately,  leaving 
skeleton  staffs  to  man  the  buildings.  If 
the  announcement  is  made  overnight,  stores 
will  be  closed  during  the  whole  of  the  next 
day.  Cardiff  Chamber  of  Trade  has  recom- 
mended its  members  to  close  their  shops 
for  one  day  in  the  event  of  the  European 
war  finishing  shortly. 

Presentation  After  Twenty-one  Years' 
Service. — The  completion  by  Mr.  A.  de  V. 
Leigh,  M.B.E.,  M.A.,  of  twenty-one  years 
as  secretary  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  was  mentioned  by  Major-General 
Sir  Evan  Gibb  in  his  presidential  address  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Chamber  recently. 
Many  members  suggested  that  the  occasion 
should  be  suitably  recognised,  .and  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  honorary  officers 
was  formed  to  give  effect  to  the  suggestion. 
A  fund  was  opened,  but  it  is  intended  to 
close  the  list  of  contributors  early  in 
October.  Names  of  the  contributors  are 
to  be  inscribed  in  a  book  which  will  be  given 
to  Mr.  Leigh  at  the  time  of  the  presentation. 
Further  information  will  be  made  available 
in  due  course.  It  should  be  noted  that  Mr. 
Leigh  is  not  retiring  from  the  secretaryship. 

Nottingham  N.P.U.  Appeal  for  Unity. — 

The  secretary  of  the  Nottingham  Branch 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  has 
sent  a  letter  of  appeal  to  members  to  assist 
in  bringing  about  unity  in  all  sections  of 
pharmacy.  The  letter  quotes  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  sent  to,  and  later 
approved  by,  N.P.U.  headquarters  in 
July:  "That  efforts  should  be  made  to 
create  unity  ampngst  all  sections  of  phar- 
macy, whose  responsibility  it  is  to  conduct 
an  efficient  dispensing  service  under  the 
new  health  scheme,  and  that  representatives 
of  all  those  bodies  shall  be  elected  to 
negotiate  new  terms  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health."  A  copy  of  this  resolution  was 
forwarded  to  the  secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  secretary  of  the 
joint  pharmaceutical  committee.  The  secre- 
tary of  the  Society  sent  the  following  reply : 
"The  Council  ask  me  to. say  .  .  .  that  it  is 
felt  desirable  at  the  present  time  that  the 
membership  of  the  joint  pharmaceutical 
committee  shall  be  confined  to  representa- 
tives of  the  Society,  the  N.P.U.  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  for 
Scotland,  but  that  they  contemplate  that 


the  joint  pharmaceutical  committee  shall, 
as  necessary,  consult  other  sections  of 
pharmaceutical  opinion."  This  reply  was 
considered  unsatisfactory,  and  N.P.U. 
headquarters  was  advised  accordingly.  It 
was  then  suggested  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  by  the  N.P.U.  "that  a  committee, 
including  company  and  hospital  repre- 
sentatives, should  be  appointed,  having 
authority  to  act  on  behalf  of  pharmacy 
as  a  whole,  on  the  kind  of  service  to  be 
given  and  also  upon  what  terms."  The 
Society  considered  this  proposal  "a  deroga- 
tion of  its  authority." 

Works  Visit. — Some  fifty  members  of  the 
West  Ham  and  Eastern  District  Associa- 
tion of  Pharmacists  visited  the  Dagenham 
works  of  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  on  Septem- 
ber 7.  Departments  seen  included  the 
biological  laboratories  and  animal  rooms ; 
tablet  and  ampoule  sections ;  chemical 
control  laboratories  (where  several  volu- 
metric, gravimetric  and  colorimetfic  deter- 
minations were  in  progress)  ;  ether,  mepa- 
crine,  and  tKiazamide  shops.  Every  stage 
in  the  manufacture  and  purification  of  a 
sulphonamide  was  witnessed.  Members 
were  entertained  to  tea  by  the  directors 
of  the  company,  and  Mr.  E.  V.  Thomas, 
in  a  speech  of  welcome,  stressed  the  affinity 
and  common  interest  between  retail  phar- 
macists and  a  manufacturing  firm  of  the 
scope  of  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.  Mr.  W.  Cloud 
(president  of  the  Association)  and  Mr.  J. 
Reed  (treasurer)  responded. 

Birmingham  Analyst's  Report. — The 
report  of  the  city  analyst  Tor  the  second 
quarter  of  1944  states  that  samples  of  106 
drugs  were  taken  and  nine  were  found  to  be 
faulty.  A  sample  of  codMiver  oil  was  found 
to  contain  60  per  cent,  of  castor  oil,  owing  to 
an  error  on  the  part  of  the  wholesaler's 
fillers.  A  proprietary  formalin  tablet  was 
found  to  contain  1-4  per  cent,  of  formal- 
dehyde, although  the  label  stated  0-87  per 
cent. ;  the  excess  was  attributed  to  an 
employee  of  the  firm  who  had  reinforced 
the  sample,  thinking  it  was  weak.  Another 
sample  of  formalin  tablets  contained  only 
0-78  per  cent,  of  formalin,  although  the 
label  stated  1  per  cent. ;  the  stock  was 
withdrawn  from  sale.  Two  samples  of  lysol 
contained  only  43  per  cent,  w/w  cresol,  and 
the  label  did  not  bear  the  name  and  address 
of  the  retailer,  nor  was  he  a  "listed  seller." 
A  sample  of  petroleum  emulsion  contained 
only  gr.  .4-4  hypophosphites  per  oz., 
although  the  label  stated  gr.  9-05.  A  badly 
mixed  sample  of  sulphur  ointment  was 
found  to  contain  19  per  cent,  excess  of 
sulphur.  No  prosecutions  were  instituted. 
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Morphine  Possession  Charge. — At  High- 
gate,  London,  recently,  Edith  Miles, 
Ballards  Lane,  Finchley,  was  committed 
for  trial  at  the  Old  Bailey  on  a  charge  of 
being  in  unlawful  possession  of  a  quantity 
of  morphine  tablets. 

False  Trade  Name. — At  Festiniog  police 
court,  on  September  14,  the  Quinine 
Bitters  Co.,  Swansea,  was  fined  £10  with 
^11  1 5s.  costs,  for  using  a  false  trade  name. 
The  prosecution  claimed  that  a  bottle  of 
"  Gwilym  Evans  quinine  bitters"  con- 
tained no  quinine,  and  the  label  was  likely 
to  mislead  the  public.  The  medicine  pur- 
ported to  relieve  stomach  and  liver  troubles 
and  other  ailments.  At  one  time  the 
medicine  contained  quinine.  When  the 
formula  was  changed,  the  label  was  not 
altered.  Defendants  said  that  the  name  was 
a  trade  mark,  and  Isaac  Rowland  James, 
J. P.,  a  partner  in  the  firm,  said  that  there 
was  no  intention  to  mislead.  A  substitute 
for  quinine  had  been  used  for 'a  period,  but 
manufacturing  ceased  before  this  case 
started. 

Unauthorised    D.D.     Prescriptions. — At 

Stirling  sheriff  court,  on  September  15,  Dr. 
David  Davidson  Watson,  3  Hamilton  Park 
Avenue,  Glasgow,  pleaded  guilty  to  having, 
between  February  and  May,  after  having 
had  his  authority  to  prescribe  dangerous 
drugs  withdrawn  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
signed  eight  prescriptions  for  his  own  use 
and  seventy- three  in  respect  of  patients. 
Watson  also  admitted  a  previous  conviction 
at  Hawarden  Petty  Sessions,  Flintshire,  in 
1 93 1,  for  a  contravention  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Regulations,  1928.  The  accused  said 
that  when  the  police  preferred  the  charge 
against  him  he  was  startled,  because  he  was 
under  the  impression  that  he  was  correct  in 
this  matter  of  prescribing.  When  the  state- 
ment was  read  over  to  him  by  the  police 
and  he  had  confirmed  the  facts,  he  found, 
unfortunately,  that  he  was  wrong.  The 
manual  he  had  consulted  had  not  contained 
a  limitation  introduced  in  1932.  Watson 
was  fined  ^50,  with  the  option  of  three 
months'  imprisonment. 

Excessive  Zinc  in  Ointment.  For  giving 
a  false  warranty  with  castor  oil  and  zinc 
ointment,  Leicesters,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  Burslem,  were,  at  Derby  recently, 
fined  £10,  with  £2  2s.  advocate's  fee 
and  £1  is.  analyst's  lee.  The  analyst 
certified  that  a  sample  purchased  from  a 
Derby  retailer  consisted  of  12-5  per  cent, 
zinc  oxide,   18  per  cent,  castor  oil  and 


68  per  cent,  unsaponifiable  matter.  He  was 
of  opinion,  that  it  contained  an  excess  of 
zinc  oxide  equivalent  to  67  per  cent,  of  the 
proper  proportion,  and  that  it  was  deficient 
to  the  extent  of  about  64  per  cent,  of  the 
proper  proportion  of  castor  oil  (zinc  and 
castor  oil  ointment,  B.P.C.,  contains  7-5 
of  zinc  oxide  and  50  of  castor  oil).  He 
considered  that  the  basis  of  the  ointment 
did  not  comply  with  the  formula  of  the 
B.P.C.  since  it  contained  a  large  proportion, 
of  unsaponifiable  material.  For  the  defence 
it  was  explained  that,  long  before  the 
Codex  specified  what  the  ingredients  should 
be,  the  company  sold  the  mixture  as  a  cream. 
When  the  purchase. tax  was  instituted,  and 
the  question  whether  it  should  be  treated 
as  a  medicinal  product  was  raised,  the 
description  was  altered  to  ointment.  The 
fact  that  there  might  be  an  infringement 
of  the  law  was  overlooked. 

Failure  to  Furnish  Return.  At  Clerken- 
well,  London,  police  court,  on  September 
18,  Riceman,  Ltd.,  chemists'  sundriesmen, 
Commonwealth  House,  New  Oxford  Street, 
W.C.i,  pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of  failing 
to  furnish  by  July  31a  purchase-tax  return 
for  the  three  months  ended  June  30.  For 
the  Customs  and  Excise  authorities,  it  was 
stated  that  defendants  had  not  been 
punctual  in  making  previous  returns,  but 
no  proceedings  had  been  taken  hitherto. 
The  reason  given  had  been  shortage  of 
staff.  The  return  was  eventually  made  on 
this  occasion  on  September  16.  A  payment 
on  account  of  ^1,000  was  made,  followed  by 
five  further  payments  of  £500  each,  and 
on  September  16  the  balance  of  ^'336  7s.  8d. 
due  for  the  period  in  question  was  paid. 
"I  suggest  that  the  reason  tor  payment  in 
this  way  is  not  shortage  of  staff  but  shortage 
of  cash,  and  that  they  have  been  using 
public  money  to  finance  their  business,', 
said  the  representative  of  the  prosecution. 
Defendants,  he  said,  were  liable  to  penalties 
amounting  to  £570.  Counsel  for  the  defence 
said  the  managing  director  was  a  Czech  and 
not  a  trained  bookkeeper.  Some  two  years 
ago  the  regular  bookkeeper  was  called  up. 
Efforts  were  made  to  replace  him,  and 
eventually  a  lady  was  found  who  did  the 
work  at  home  in  the  evenings.  On  June  20 
she  was  killed  by  a  bomb,  and  the  invoices 
for  the  period  June  1  to  8  were  lost.  The 
books  were  rescued  four  weeks  later,  but 
the  company  was  left  without  a  bookkeeper, 
the  managing  director  being  left  to  do  the 
best  he  could.  The  defendants  were  fined 
/50  and  £10  1  os.  costs. 
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Xfter  Demobilisation 

Your  concise  summary  of  the  conditions 
of  reinstatement  in  civilian  employment 
(p.  303)  suggests  a  question  that  I  have  not, 
so  far,  seen  or  heard  in  connexion  with  the 
prospective  release  from  active  service  of 
a  proportion  of  the  Forces.  That  question 
is:  How  shall  employers  get  hold  of  their 
former  employees?  The  course  of  events 
twenty-five  years  ago  is  not  encouraging. 
As  most  of  us  remember,  an  armistice  was 
declared  on  November  11,  191 8.  Exactly 
two  months  later  you  pointed  out  that 
soldiers  on  leave  from  France  and  Belgium 
had  been  promised  that  "if  whilst  on  leave 
they  could  produce  satisfactory  evidence 
that  a  situation  was  waiting  for  them  they 
need  not  return  to  the  Army  but  would  be 
demobilised  forthwith."  For  a  time  "it 
looked  as  though  someone  had  cut  through 
the  red  tape  which  is  strangling  the  efforts 
of  the  fourteen  Government  departments 
concerned  with  demobilisation."  But  dur- 
ing the  week  in  which  your  comment 
appeared  the  War  Office  had  changed  its 
mind,  and  had  announced  that  demobilisa- 
tion of  the  officers  and  men  referred  to  was 
to  cease  as  soon  as  the  necessary  instruc- 
tions could  be  given.  We  were  left  to- 
conjecture  what  the  reactions  (if  any)  of 
the  other  thirteen  departments  were. 
Anyone  wishing  to  pursue  this  subject  may 
turn  to  your  issue  of  March  29,  191 9,  in 
which  nearly  a  column  (equivalent  to 
nearly  a  page  of  your  present  size)  is 
filled  with  official  definitions  of  pivotal  men, 
slip  men  and  contract  men,  and  with  cognate 
terms.  It  seems  unlikely  the  supply  of 
the  demobilised- yet  equals  the  demand. 

Feeding-bottle  Teats 

Editorial  comment  on  the  shortage  of 
feeding-bottle  teats  (p.  302)  sums  up  the 
situation  so  comprehensively  that  little 
needs  to  be  added.  It  is  very  strange — to 
'use  a  mild  expression — that  when  public 
attention  is  being  directed  to  the  urgency 
of  the  problem  of  increasing  the  country's 
birth-rate  there  should  be  what  may  be 
called  a  feeding-bottleneck  in  the  supply 
of  these  teats.  Though  there  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  the  statements  made  in  Parlia- 
ment on  June  20  and  July  5  to  the  effect 
that  additional  raw  material  has  been 
released  for  manufacturers,  it  is  only  too 
clear  that  the  quantities  are  insufficient 
or  that  they  have  gone  astray.  If  it  is  true 
that  public  authorities,  or  some  of  /them, 
are  able  to  obtain  supplies  of  these  goods 


for  distribution  at  welfare  centres,  while 
chemists  are  harassed  by  expectant  cus- 
tomers who  have  to  be  turned  away,  this 
state  of  affairs  must  be  called  disgraceful. 
Just  before  reading  your  remarks  I  had 
seen  the  following  criticism  made  by  Lord 
Hollenden  in  a  presidential  address  to  an 
export  group  of  wholesalers:  "The  Board 
of  Trade  appears  to  be  obsessed  with  the 
fetish  of  bulk  business  and  directed  selling 
and  buying  .  .  .,  but  surely  at  this  stage  of 
the  war  a  place  should  be  found  for  the 
individual  and  the  specialist  within  the 
framework  of  the  Government's  export 
policy,  without  casting  any  great  strain 
on  the  supply,  man-power,  or  shipping 
position  of  the  country. "  Though  spoken  in 
a  different  connexion,  the  words  seem  rele- 
vant to  your  subject. 

Toothache  Applications 

Oil  of  cajuput,  mentioned  on  p.  311  as  a 
palliative  for  toothache,  is,  I  believe,  seldom 
asked  for  at  the  counter.  The  "literature" 
of  this  ailment,  if  collected,  could  make  a 
substantial  volume.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
whereas  Greek  medicine  was,  so  far  as  the 
evidence  goes,  largely  independent  of  magic, 
the  Dark  Ages  were  marked  by  revivals  of 
primitive  superstitions.  A  few  examples  of 
Saxon  treatments  for  toothache,  consisting 
of  applications  supported  by  charms  (or 
vice  versa)  are  given  in  "Chronicles  of 
Pharmacy."  In  the  Middle  Ages  the 
medical  element  began  to  prevail  over  its 
partner :  a  Welsh  manuscript  of  the 
thirteenth  century  directs  '(Pughe's  trans- 
lation) the  use  of  betony,  self-heal,  birth- 
wort  or  thorn-apple  in  cases' of  toothache. 
A  mid-nineteenth  century  selection  of 
"essences"  and  other  liquid  preparations 
for  odontalgia — using  that  word  in  a 
general  sense — includes  several  containing 
opium,  chloroform,  or  both,  and  a  few  with 
creosote  as  the  main  ingredient.  Among  the 
foreign  names  attached  to  some  of  the 
formulas  that  of  Boerhaave  is  familiar ; 
but  who  were  Pieste,  Cottereau,  Lemazurier 
and  Righini  ?  The  selection  is  followed  by 
four  pastes  or  "masses  odontalgiques," 
three  of  which  contain  opium ;  these,  in 
their  turn,  lead  to  thirteen  dental  stoppings. 
A  mention  of  the  old-time  fumigation  with 
henbane  seed  is  accompanied  by  directions, 
and  ends  with  the  statement  that  Dr. 
Downing's  Aneuralgicon  "would  probably 
prove  a  more  effective  means  of  applying 
remedies  of  this  kind."    Is  this  apparatus

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DEPUTATION  TO  LEEDS  CITY  COUNCIL 


The -Health  Committee  of  the  Leeds  City 
Council  on  September  20  received  a  depu- 
tation from  the  Leeds  and  District  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  which  the 
notes,  arguments  and  suggestions  set  out 
below  were  put  forward  by  the  spokesmen. 
The  deputation  was  the  outcome  of  a 
memorandum  sent  to  the  Lord  Mayor  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  in 
September  1943. 

No  pharmacists  are  employed  *in  the 
Leeds  City  Hospitals.  Dispensing  is  done 
*t>y  ladies  holding  the  certificate  of  the 
Apothecaries  Hall  as  "Assistants  in  Dis- 
pensing." Such  dispensers  are  qualified  to 
dispense  only  under  the  supervision  of  a 
medical  officer  or  pharmacist.  The  City's 
Health  Committee  jk  "in  sympathy  with 
the  suggestion  that  pharmacists  should  be 
employed  in  the  major  hospitals."  The 
qualification  of  a  pharmacist  is  a  statutory 
one  granting  him  the  right  to  dispense  all 
medicines  including  "dangerous  drugs" 
as  defined  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs '  Act, 
1920.  Pharmacists  are  so  employed  in 
most  of  the  municipal  hospitals  in  the 
country  and  in  all  the  larger  voluntary 
hospitals. 

Arguments  for  Employing  Pharmacists 

The  appointment  of  pharmacists,  the 
deputation  argued,  would  relieve  medical 
officers  of  the  responsibilities  of  supervising 
dispensing  and  of  being  in  charge  of 
"dangerous"  drugs.  It  would  enable 
small-scale  manufacture  to  replace  the 
buying,  as  at  present,  of  simple  prepara- 
tions, thus  effecting  economy.  It  would 
provide  a  source  of  information  for  medical 
officers  on  special  treatment  with  and  dosage 
of  new  products  arising  from  medical  and 
scientific  research.  It  would  enable  the 
major  hospitals  to  implement  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  "  Report  of  the  Inter- 
departmental Committee  on  Medical 
Schools"  for  instructing  medical  students: 
"  .  .  ,  by  a  pharmacologist  and  partly  by 
a  member  of  the  clinical  staff,  together 
with  the  pharmacist,  .  .  ."  Further,  the 
appointment  of  pharmacists  would  enable 
the  hospitals  to  provide  instruction  for  the 
nursing  staffs  in  those  aspects  of  pharmacy 
of  which  they  are  required  to  have  know- 
ledge; enable  research  in  pharmacology  to 
be  more  easily  carried  out ;  effect  economy 
in  buying,  owing  to  the  knowledge  the 
pharmacist  has  of  drugs  and  chemicals  ; 
and  enable  the  authorities  to  accept 
pharmaceutical  students  as  articled  pupils. 


Appointments  Recommended 

The  deputation  therefore  suggested  the 
early  appointment  of  a  Chief  Pharmacist, 
whose  first  duty  would  be  to  initiate  and 
develop  a  complete  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ment at  St.  James's  Hospital.  This  step 
should  be  followed  by  the  appointment 
of  a  Deputy  Chief  Pharmacist  and  of 
Assistant  Pharmacists,  the  later  appoint- 
ments being  available  to  pharmacists 
demobilised  from  the  Forces.  The  require- 
ments for  the  Chief  Pharmacist  would 
demand  an  older  and  more  experienced 
pharmacist  with  good  administrative  abili- 
ties, it  was  urged. 

SULPHADIAZINE  AND 
CEREBROSPINAL  MENINGITIS 

Through  the  use  of  small  amounts  of 
sulphadiazine,  the  U.S.  Army  has  reduced 
its  mortality  rate  attributable  to  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis  to  less  than  3  per  cent. 
Working  under  the  Preventive  Medicine 
Service  of  the  Office  of  the  Surgeon- 
General,  a  research  group  discovered  that 
the  meningococcus  which  causes  the  disease 
is  highly  susceptible  to  sulphadiazine  in 
amounts  of  2-6  gm.  The  bacterium  causing 
the  infection  is  present  in  the  throats  or 
noses  of  most  individuals,  it  was  discovered, 
and  tests  indicated  that  as  little  as  2  gm. 
of  the  drug  eliminate  the  bacteria  for  a 
•period  of  several  weeks. 

Of  one  hundred  soldiers  tested  in  experi- 
mental work,  ninety-two  showed  presence 
of  the  germs  on  several  occasions  during 
the  test  period  of  sixty-eight  days.  None 
was  sick,  apparently  because  the  majority 
have  ah  immunity  to  the  infection.  It  is 
only  when  large  numbers  of  men,  some 
immune,  some  not,  are  thrown  together, 
as  in  military  camps,  that  epidemics  occur. 
In  1887,  a  French  scientist  identified  the 
meningococcus  as  the  cause  and  described 
the  symptoms,  but  in  1898  the  infection 
was  still  confused  with  other  fevers.  In 
the  191 4- 1 8  war,  the  U.S.  Army  Medical 
Department  had  the  diagnosis  well  out- 
lined and  the  figures  for  the  first  time 
became  reliable.  At  the  same  time  better 
preventive  medical  techniques  kept  the 
infection  under  control.  Nevertheless,  there 
were  5,839  cases  reported  in  the  armies  of 
1917  and  1918,  and  2,279  men  died  of  it — 
a  mortality  rate .  of  39-2  per  cent.  The 
current  low  incidence  and  low  death  rate 
offer  the  possibility  of  complete  defeat  of  the 
infection. 
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EIRE  PHARMACEUTICAL  COUNCIL  ELECTIONS 


In  the  election  for  seven  seats  on  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  the  following  ten  candidates  were 
nominated  when  nominations  closed  on 
September  18 :  Sir  Thomas  Robinson, 
Dublin;  Messrs.  M.  J.  Kieran,  Drum- 
shambo,  co.  Leitrim;  and  D.  W.  P.  Boyd, 
Dublin  (existing  members  of  the  Council, 
who  retire  by  rotation  and  are  seeking 
re-election) ;  Messrs.  F.  X.  Meagher, 
Dublin;  P.  F.  McGrath,  Dublin;  G.  C. 
O'Neill,  Blackrock,  co.  Dublin ;  and  Peter 
J.  Fullam,  Naas,  co.  Kildare,  who  are  going 
forwardto  gether  as  a  panel  of  four ; 
Messrs.  N.  A.  P.  McKane,  Ballina,  co.  Mayo 
(representative  of  the  Mayo  Pharmaceutical 
Association);  Maurice  Power,  129  O'Connell 
Street,  Limerick  (put  forward  by  pharma- 
cists in  the  Limerick  area) ;  and  William 
Power,  Castietownbere. 

The  following  are  short  biographical  notes 
on  candidates  in  the  election  for  seven  seats 
on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  :— 

BOYD,  Donald  W.  P. — For  some  twelve 
years  Mr.  Donald  Boyd  (Boileau  &  Boyd, 
Ltd.,  Dublin)  has  been  ably  representing 
the  interests  of  Irish 
pharmaceutical  and 
drug  manufacturers 
on  the  Council.  Re- 
cently he  was  com- 
plimented by  the 
Council  on  an  arti- 
cle he  had  pub- 
lished  in  The 
Chemist  and 
Druggist  in  which 
he  urged  that 
special  provision 
should  be  made  for 
training  young  Irish 
chemists  entering 
the  manufacturing  side  of  the  trade.  A 
Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society,  Mr.  Boyd 
says  he  would  like  to  see  the  whole  scheme  of 
pharmaceutical  education  in  Eire  modern- 
ised so  that  the  student  might  become 
familiar  with  all  the  glandular,  hormone, 
and  other  preparations  now  so  much  in  use. 
He  would  also  favour  a  course  in  bacterio- 
logy for  pharmacy  students.  For  a  con- 
siderable period  Mr.  Boyd  has  represented 
the  Society  on  the  advisory  committee  set 
up  by  the  Government  in  connexion  with 
the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  and  has 
rendered  notable  service  in  protecting  the 
interests  of  pharmacy  generally  throughout 
the  country. 


FULLAM,  Peter  Joseph.— Amongst  the 
younger  generation  of  provincial  pharma- 
cists, Peter  Fullam,  Naas,  co.  Kildare,  is 
one  of  the  most 
desirable  of  candi- 
dates to  come  for- 
ward. Belonging  to 
this  famous  "  short- 
grass"  county,  in 
which  racing  and 
the  raising  of 
bloodstock  are 
prime  industries, 
Mr.  Fullam  is  him- 
self a  keen  sports- 
man and  lover  of 
horses.  This  is  re- 
flected in  the  fact 
that  he  has  one  of 
the  biggest  veterinary  businesses  in  the 
country.  Mr.  Fullam  served  his  apprentice- 
ship with  Mr.  Ed.  McManus,  at  Chapelizod, 
co.  Dublin,  and  subsequently  served  in  lead- 
ing provincial  pharmacies  before  qualifying 
just  a  decade  ago.  At  his  first  attempt  for 
the  Licentiate  examination  he  passed 
through  "with  flying  colours,"  securing 
first  place  with  honours.  For  several  years 
now  he  has  been  carrying  on  a  flourishing 
business  in  Naas,  and  is  fully  conversant 
with  the  problems  and  difficulties  con- 
fronting chemists  in  rural  Eire,  especially 
the  growing  problem  of  non-qualified 
traders  handling  chemists'  goods.  He  feels 
that  the  viewpoint  of  the  country  chemist 
should  be  constantly  put  forward  not  only 
to  the  Council,  but  also  at  committee 
meetings  of  the  Society.  He  is  a  young 
man  of  energy  and  fine  capabilities,  who 
is  particularly  well  qualified  to  speak  on 
the  veterinary  side  of  the  chemist's  business. 

KIERAN,  Michael  J. — A  deservedly  popu- 
lar co.  Monaghan  man,  Mr.  Kieran  comes 
of  a  strong  pharmaceutical  family  and* 
has  given  some  seventeen  years'  continuous 
and  sterling  service  to  the  Council.  When 
the  first  Pharmacy  Bill  was  mooted  over 
twelve  years  ago,  no  one  worked  harder 
to  secure  provisions  which  would  do  justice 
to  both  chemists  and  registered  druggists.  ' 
In  the  work  of  the  consultative  committee 
he  was  again  to  the  fore  during  the  past 
two  years,  with  proposals  for  effecting 
an  equitable  and  fair  solution  of  the  ques- 
tion. If  his  recommendations  are  embodied 
in  the  new  legislation  they  will  effectively 
bridge  the  gap  between  the  two  sections 
in  the  drug  trade  in  Eire.  Mr.  Kieran 
served  his  apprenticeship  in  pharmacy  with 
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his  brother,  Mr.  Patrick  Kieran,  at_Ballina- 
more,  co.  '  Leitrim.  His  wife  and  a  sister 
are  also  pharmacists*  In  his  outlook  at 
Council  meetings 
Mr.  Kieran  has 
shown  that  he  is 
keenly  interested  in 
the  welfare  and  ad- 
vancement of  phar- 
macy as  a  whole. 
Despite  travel  diffi- 
culties, and  the  fact 
that  he  lives  so  far 
away  from  Dublin 
as  Drumshambo, 
co.  Leitrim,  he  has 
a  record  of  attend- 
ance at  Council 
^meetings  that 
few  can  better.  For  Mr.  Kieran,  each 
attendance  means  three  days  away  from 
home,  which  is  certainly  a  considerable 
sacrifice  in  order  to  fulfil  his  duties  to  the 
electors  who  sent  him  to  Mount  Street. 
In  his  home  town  he  has  proved  himself  a 
worthy  citizen  by  his  work  as  a  local 
Security  Force  leader,  and  in  the  ranks  of 
the  Irish  Red  Cross. 

McGRATH,  Patrick  F.— Better  known 
amongst  his  many  friends  in  pharmacy  as 
Frank,  Mr.  McGrath  hails  from  Tipperary, 
and  entered  the 
profession  through 
an  apprenticeship 
served  at  McMahon 
Day's,  Limerick. 
From  Limerick  he 
passed  on  to  phar- 
macies at  Harold's 
Cross,  Dublin,  and 
Boyle,  co.  Roscom- 
mon, securing  his 
Licentiateship  in 
July  1925.  Three 
years  later  he 
opened  his  own 
pharmacy  at  Ox- 
manton  Road,  Dublin,  and  in  1935  en- 
larged his  activities  by  opening  an  attrac- 
tive branch  pharmacy  in  O'Connell  Street, 
which  has  become  one  of  the  foremost 
photographic  establishments  in  Dublin. 
Few  men  have  a  finer  record  of  achievement 
in  the  Irish  Drug  Association.  He  has 
given  twelve  years'  unbroken  service  on 
its  committee,  was  vice-president  in  1937, 
and  president  during  the  difficult  war  years 
of  1938-40.  Concurrently  with  his  work 
for  the  I.D.A.,  he  has  also  been  an  active 
and  capable  member  of  the  Photographic 
Dealers'  Association's  Eire  Committee,  par- 


ticularly in  its  important  work  of  protecting 
the  interests  of  photographic  dealers  against 
price-cutting  in  D.  and  P.  work. 

McKANE,  Neil  Archibald  Patrick.— Mr. 
McKane  comes  forward  for  election  as  the 
standard-bearer  of  the  Mayo  and  Sligo 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists'  Association.  A 
native  of  Ballina,  co.  Mayo,  he  served  his 
apprenticeship  with  his  father,  the  late 
Mr.  W.  J.  McKane, 
M.P.S.I.,  and  then 
removed  to  Dublin, 
•  where  he  served  for 
some  time  in  the 
pharmacy  of  Mr.  S. 
T.  Smith,  Terenure, 
following  which  he 
qualified  in  January 
1936.  In  the  same 
year  he  took  over 
the  pharmaceutical 
business  of  his 
father  in  Ballina, 
and  has  carried  it 
on  since.  When 
the  Irish  Drug  Association  developed  into 
an  all-Eire  body,  and  set  about  organis- 
ing local  Associations,  Mr.  McKane,  as 
secretary  of  the  Mayo  Pharmaceutical 
Association  for  three  years,  did  excellent 
work  in  organising  the  chemists  of  that 
part  of  Cpnnaught.  The  Mayo  chemists' 
body  helped  to ,  create  an  organisation  of 
chemists  in  Sligo,  and  their  aim  is  to 
bring  about  the  formation  of  a  Provincial 
Association  for  Connaught  after  the  war. 
"The  aim  of  our  Association,"  writes  Mr. 
McKane,  "in  contesting  the  pharmaceutical 
elections  is  to  get  into  closer  touch  with 
the  Society,  and  with  our  confreres  in  the 
city.  We  do  not  desire  to  make  any  big 
promises,  but  I  feel  that  our  Association's 
record  speaks  for  itself." 

MEAGHER,  Francis  X.— A  native  of 
Dublin,  Mr.  Meagher  entered  pharmacy 
some  twenty-six  years  ago  when  he  began 
his  apprenticeship  at  Graham's  Medical 
Hall,  Westmoreland  Street.  After  quali- 
fying in  October  1924,  he  gained  further 
experience  as  a  Licentiate  in  Cork  and 
Dublin  before  opening  his  present  fine 
pharmacy  at  Upper  Baggot  Street,  Dublin. - 
For  ten  years  he  has  been  one  of  the  most 
active  and  valued  members  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Irish  Drug  Association,  in 
which  body  he  has  served  terms  as  vice- 
president  and  president.  As  a  member  of 
the  consultative  committee  which  framed 
the  outlines  and  principles  upon  which  a 
new  Pharmacy  Bill  is  being  sought,  Mr. 
Meagher    contributed    many  progressive 
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ideas.  In  the  social  life  of  the  profession 
he  is  a  brilliant  figure,  and  he  is  held  to 
be  the  wittiest  ex- 
tempore speaker  in 
Irish  pharmacy  to- 
day. In  age  just 
over  the  forty 
mark,  Mr.  Meagher 
is  keenly  interested 
in  everything  per- 
taining to  the  in- 
terests of  the  young 
people  in  the  pro- 
fession,  and  as 
president  of  the 
Chemists'  Rugby 
Club  he  has  done 
much  to  advance 
the  provision  of  much-needed  sporting  and 
recreational  facilities.  In  the  industrial 
sphere  he  has  also  done  a  great  deal  to 
encourage  the  growth  of  native  pharma- 
ceutical production. 

O'NEILL,  Gerald  C— Gerry  O'Neill  be- 
longs to  what  one  might  call  the  young 
and  progressive  school  of  pharmacists  in 
Eire  today.  He  is  a  native  of  Dungannon, 
co.  Tyrone,  and  when  he  crossed  the  border 
to  serve  his  apprenticeship  with  the  late 
Mr.  Tim  Costelloe, 
at  Drumcondra, 
Dublin,  he  brought 
with  him  the  go- 
ahead  thoroughness 
and  sound  business 
ability  associated 
with  the  North.  In 
1930  he  qualified  as 
a  Licentiate  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety of  Ireland,  and 
a  year  later  opened 
the  attractively 
fronted  modern 
pharmacy  in  Black- 
rock's  main  street  that  bears  his  name. 
Always  intensely  interested  in  improving 
the  status  of  pharmacy,  Mr.  O'Neill  was 
early  sought  after  to  fill  a  place  on  the 
Irish  Drug  Association  executive  committee, 
where  he  has  certainly  proved  his  worth. 
This  year  he  was  elected  vice-president  of 
the  Association.  In  due  course  he  will 
no  doubt  proceed  to  the  presidency.  In 
one  particular  field  he  has  rendered  signal 
service  to  his  confreres — upon  -  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund  dance  committee.  As  its  first 
chairman,  Mr.  O'Neill  set  a  high  standard 
of  achievement  which  has  not  been  departed 
from.  Owing  mainly  to  the  foundation 
work  he  put  in  then,  the  Benevolent  Fund 


has  yearly  benefited  by  handsome  dona- 
tions after  each  dance. 

POWER,  MauricS.— The  candidate  ol 
the  Limerick  Chemists'  Association,  Mr. 
Maurice  Power,  is  fittingly  a  co.  Limerick 
man  himself,  coming  from  Feenagh.  His 
apprenticeship  was  served  with  Mr.  J. 
Mangan,  Ph.C,  Tralee,  following  which  he 
transferred  to  Dublin  and  served  in  the 
pharmacy  of  Mr. 
F.  J.  Fitzpatrick, 
Stdneybatter,  for 
two  and  a  half 
years.  •  He  qualified 
in  October  1933, 
and  two  years  later 
acquired  the  busi- 
ness of  the  late  Mr. 
McNulty  at  56 
William  Street, 
Limerick.  In  1940 
Mr.  Power  opened 
a  second  pharmacy 
at  129  O'Connell 
Street,  Limerick, 
under  the  name  of  Power  &  Mangan.  In 
an  address  to  members,  the  Limerick  and 
District  Chemists'  Association  states,  urging 
their  support  for  Mr.  Power's  candidature: 
"We  consider  that  the  time  is  long  overdue 
for  appointing  a  full-time  inspector  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Acts  against  unqualified  traders  specifically. 
We  advocate  a  general  survey  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  granting  of 
licences  under  the  1908  Act  to  agricultural 
and  horticultural  traders.  We  feel  sure 
that  in  many  instances  the  licences  are 
unwarranted  in  view  of  the  proximity  of  a 
chemist.  We  urge  closer  co-operation 
between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  Irish  Drug  Association  to  work  out  a 
speedy  solution  of  the  problem  of  confining  II 
the  distribution  of  chemists'  lines  to  chem- 
ists.

G.  C.  O'Neill  is  vice-president  of  the  Association 
at'  the  present  time,  and  both  P.  F.  McGrath 
and  F.  X.  Meagher  have,  occupied  the  presidency 
for  two  years  each.

Country  members  of  . the  Council 
who  live  long  distances  from  Dublin  cannot 
be  blamed  if  exigencies  of  travel  prevent  them 
becoming  members  of  these  important  com- 
mittees. It  is  the  absence  of  the  country 
viewpoint  from  the  deliberations  of  these  bodies 
that  prompts  Peter  Fullam  to  seek  election. 
He  is  prepared,  if  elected,  living  as  he  does  at 
Naas,  only  twenty  miles  from  the  capital,  to 
become  a  member  of  the  different  Council 
committees,  and  to  assert  at  their  meetings  the 
special  point  of  view  of  the  country  chemist. 
We  all  undertake,  if  elected,  to  do  everything 
in  our  power  to  forward  the  professional  and 
commercial  interests  of  the  chemist." 


Penicillin  for  Canadian  Civilians. — Hon. 
C.  D.  Howe,  Canadian  Minister  of  Munitions 
and  Supply,  announced  that  limited  sup- 
plies of  penicillin  have  been  made  available 
for  civilian  use,  and  emphasised  that 
quantities  available  were  not  large,  and 
would  be  subject  to  strict  control  of  dis- 
tribution so  as  to  make  adequate  supplies 
available  for  the  fighting  forces  and  essential 
use.  The  drug  is  being  divided  among  the 
larger  hospitals  on  a  quota  basis,  and  may 
be  used  only  for  the  purpose  decided  upon 
by  the  Medical  Advisory  Committee  on 
Penicillin  of  the  National  Research  Council. 
Mr.  Howe  said  the  entire  Canadian  output 
of  penicillin  was  being  supplied  to  the 
armed  services.  For  civilian  use  in  Canada, 
the  Government  has  purchased  a  small 
supply  from  the  United  States.

Labelling  of  Saccharin 

rom  inquiries  received  it  seems  there  has 
een  uncertainty  as  to  the  position  of 
accharin  under  the  Labelling  of  Food 
)rder,  1944  (C.  &-  D.,  July  22,  p.  80,  and 
uly  29,  p.  120),  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
rood.  The  Order,  which  comes  into  force 
n  January  1,  1945,  requires  that  labels  of 
•repacked  foods  sold  by  retail  shall  show 
he  name  and  address  of  the  packer  or  the 
>erson  for  whom  the  food  is  packed ;  the 
ommon  name  of  the  food  ;  in  foods  contain- 
ng  more  than  one  ingredient,  the  common  or 
isual  name  of  the  ingredients  in  the  order 
)f  proportions  in  which  they  were  used  ;  and 
he  minimum  quantity  of  food  in  the  pack- 
age. The  doubt  in  the  present  instance 
irose  chiefly  on  the  point  whether  saccharin 
vould  be  considered  to  be  a  "food"  by 
:he.  Ministry. 

We  have  received  the  following  opinion 
rom  the  Ministry  in  reply  to  our  inquiry 
m  the  subject : — 

The  definition  of  "food"  contained  in 
the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1944,  specific- 
ally includes  any  "sweetening  matter" 
and  saccharin  B.P.C.  and  soluble  sac- 
charin, therefore,  are  regarded  as  foods 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Order. 


The  labelling  provisions  contained  in 
Article  2  apply  only  to  prepacked  articles 
of  food  and  would  not,  therefore,  apply 
in  general  to  saccharin  or  soluble  sac- 
charin in  powder  form,  since  they  are  not 
normally  sold  by  retail. N  Saccharin  tablets 
are,  however,  sold  by  retail,  and  when 
prepacked  must  be  labelled  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Order. 
This  makes  the  position  of  saccharin 
quite  clear,  with  the  powder  not  liable  and 
the  product  in  tablet  form  ready  for  sale 
by  retail  liable  under  the  Order. 

The  ruling  does  not  affect  the  require- 
ments of  the  Saccharin  Packaging  Order 
that  all  tablets  must  be  of  a  uniform  strength 
(0-2  gr.  of  550  saccharin)  and  be  issued  and 
sold  in  packs  of  one  hundred  tablets,  which 
came  into  force  in  January  1943. 

Patulin  Fails 

The  wonderful  success  of  penicillin  in  the 
treatment  of  many  diseased  conditions  has 
stimulated  work  on  other  metabolic  pro- 
ducts of  the  lower  fungi  (moulds).  Many 
substances  have  been  isolated  at  the  London 
School  of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine, 
and  their  antibacterial  activity  examined. 
Amongst  these  the  most  notable  was 
anhydro  -  3  -hydroxymethylene  -  tetrahydro  - 
y-pyrone-2  carboxylic  acid,  called  "patu- 
lin," as  it  was  obtained  from  Penicillium 
patulum.  The  compound  was  found  to 
have  bacteriostatic  powers  against  a  number 
of  gram-positive  and  gram-negative  aero- 
bic organisms.  Dr.  W.  E.  Gye,  having  a 
severe  cold  at  the  time,  tested  it  on  himself, 
and  the  result  so  encouraged  him  that  he 
repeated  the  test  on  other  members  of  his 
staff,  again  with  hopeful  results. 

Many  Tests  Required 

The  tests  were  repeated  at  a  naval  estab- 
lishment, and  57  per  cent,  of  those  treated 
recovered  completely  within  forty-eight 
hours,  against  only  9-4  per  cent,  of  the 
controls.  These  results  were  so  attractive 
that  arrangements  were  made  in  1943  by 
the  Therapeutic  Research  Corporation, 
Ltd.,  to  manufacture  the  pure  substance. 
Many  further  tests  have  now  been  made 
on  soldiers,  post-office  workers  and  factory 
workers,  but  the  results  have  proved 
extremely  disappointing,  and  patulin  seems 
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destined  to  take  its  place,  with  so  many 
other  drugs,  in  the  limbo  of  forgotten  things. 
The  "Lancet"  (September  16)  gives  an 
account  of  the  tests,  which  seem  to  have 
been  carefully  carried  out  against  an  excel- 
lent system  of  controls,  with  methods  to 
prevent  bias  both  by  patients  and  investi- 
gators. The  results  of  the  Army  test  were 
that  patulin  had  no  more  effect  than  the 
control,  and  was  of  no  value.  The  results 
on  post-office  and  factory  workers  are 
equally  disappointing.  The  tests  were  made 
on  a  large  scale  from  December  1943  to  the 
middle  of  April  1944,  in  widely  distributed 
areas,  and  at  two  public  schools,  Haileybury 
and  Rugby.  The  final  report  that  "No 
evidence  that  patulin  is  effective  in  the 
treatment  of  the  common  cold  "  dashes 
to  the  ground  any  hope  that  may  have  been 
entertained  of  preventing  or  curing  the 
most  widespread,  and  in  some  instances 
most  potentially  dangerous,  of  maladies.  . 

The  Future  of  Rubber 

Interesting  comments  on  the  future  of 
the  rubber  industry  come  from  a  special 
report  to  the  United  States  War  Production 
Board  by  the  former  director  of  rubber, 
Mr.  Bradley  Dewey.  Referring  to  post-war 
requirements  of  rubber,  Mr.  Dewey  states 
that,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  sufficient 
crude  rubber  may  ever  be  available  to 
supply  the  post-war  world  demand  at  prices 
less  than  the  cost  of  synthetic,  he  cannot 
conceive  of  anyone  under  any  circumstances 
considering  scrapping  the  low-cost  produc- 
tion of  synthetic  rubber.  If  this  were  the 
case,  however,  the  country  would  have  to 
decide  whether  it  should  subsidise  or  keep 
the  synthetic  plants  in  good  order  ready 
to  run. 

Post-war  Demand 

Mr.  Dewey  thinks  the  post-war  annual 
demand  for  rubber  will  be  so  large  that  all 
the  crude  rubber  as  well  as  some  400,000 
to  600,000  tons  of  synthetic  material  will 
be  required.  He  is  against  the  imposition 
of  duties,  subsidies  or  international  agree- 
ments. The  United  States,  he  explains,  is 
today  independent  of  other  nations  for  its 
supply  of  rubber,  which  cannot  be  affected 
by   wars   between   other   nations   or  the 
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destruction  of  plantations  by  plant  disease! 
Those  conditions,  he  claims,  must  remain 
The  report,  which  considered  pre-w£ 
costs  of  production  for  plantation  rubbe 
as  well  as  estimated  production  costs  an 
sales  realisation  of  both  natural  an 
synthetic  rubber,  also  stated  that  at 
meeting  of  the  International  Rubbe 
Regulation  Committee  before  Pearl  Hal 
bour,  the  amount  of  new  planting  (exclusiv 
of  Indo-China)  in  1939  was  reported  a 
260,983  acres,  and  in  1940,  146,244  acres 
a  total  increase  of  407,227  acres  during  th 
two  years,  compared  with  431,000  acre 
expected  increase,  including  Indo-China 
Yields  as  high  as  2,000  lb.  per  acre  ar 
considered  feasible  With  high-yield  trees. 

Time-lag  in  Costs  Reduction 

When  Malaya  and  the  Netherlands  Indie; 
are  reoccupied,  the  report  states,  it  will  b< 
at  least  two  years  before  the  average  cosi 
of  rubber  production  on  estates  in  those 
countries  can  regain  their  former  low 
levels,  under  the  best  of  circumstances, 
even  if  the  trees  are  undamaged.  They 
will  have  unusual  expenses  and  problems 
of  equipment,  reorganisation,  staffing  and 
training,  to  increase  their  costs  in  the 
immediate  post-war  years.  The  costs, 
however,  of  native  producers  in  the  Nether- 
lands Indies  will  be  little  influenced  by  the 
war,  and  in  Malaya  their  costs  will  be 
less  affected  than  costs  on  estates.  Estate 
costsjn  Ceylon  and  Indo-China  will  be  less 
affected  than  in  Malaya  and  the  Nether- 
lands Indies.  The  post-war  price  of  natural 
.rubber  is  expected  to  be  influenced  by 
important  variations  in  post-war  exchange 
rates  for  the  British  pound  and  the  Dutch" 
guilder  in  relation  to  American  currency. 
The  price  effect  on  imported  natural  rubber 
might  be  considerable  for  a  short  time 
while  the  effect  of  variations  on  the  cost 
of  domestic  synthetic  rubber  production, 
in  terms  of  United  States  currency,  might 
be  small  for  a  period  of  years.

4    RETURN   to   retail  practice  after 
_k    ten  years'  absence  is  bound  to  be 
JL^  a  little  bewildering ;    the  writer  has 
st  spent  the  summer  as  manager  of  three 
ops,  and  sets  down  his  experiences  of  his 
st  week  as  a  day-by:day  diary.  The  work 
in  a  middle-class  suburb  of  a  cathedral 
y,  remote  from  blitzes,  and  crowded  by 
acuees  of  all  nationalities. 
Monday. — Arrive  at   the   shop  shortly 
ter   nine   o'clock;     staff,    one  qualified 
sistant,  two  girls  and  one  errand  boy. 
lop  large  and  modern,  with  ample  storage 
ace,  a  room  being  set  apart  as  an  office, 
le  dispensary  consists  of  a  bench  about 
ft.  long  and  2^  ft.  wide,  with  a  minute 
ik  at  one  end.  The  only  bottles  facing  the 
spenser  are  a  row  of  Winchester  quarts  of* 
ack  mixtures,   the  remainder  being  to 
ft  and  right,  or  at  the  rear,  evenlquite  a 
urney  away  in  the  shop.    A  masterpiece 
inefficiency,  calculated  to  call  upon  the 
spenser  for  the  maximum   amount  of 
fort.   Why,  in  the  vast  majority  of  phar- 
acies,  is  the  dispensary  a  hole-in-the- 
irner  affair  ?    I  have  found  this  even  in 
larmacies   where   dispensing  constitutes 
le  main  part  of  the  business,  yet  have 
en,   as    a   representative,  well-equipped 
spensaries  in  small  village  pharmacies. 
Resolve   to   get   accustomed   to  every 
ipect  of  the  business,  and  to  divide  my 
me    between    the    dispensary    and  the 
mnter.    Spend  an  hour  or  so  wandering 
"ound  the  stock-rooms.    Note  many  new 
roprietary  items.    Remark  on  the  num- 
er  of  manufacturers  who  do  not  price 
leir  products:     Do  they  realise  that  in 
lese  days  of  ever-changing  staffs  assistants 
ill  preferentially  sell  priced  goods  ?  Return 
3  shop ;  the  day's  scripts  have  begun  to 
ame  in.    Prescribing  appears  to  be  a  lost 
rt — even  the  private  scripts  are  forN.W.F. 
lixtures  !   One  outstanding  fact  is  the  vast 
uantity  of  alkaline  mixtures  which  are 
onsumed.    Can  the  high  consumption  of 
arbiturates,  too,   really  be  necessary  in 
his  peaceful  town  ?     Amongst  the  whole 
ay's  prescriptions  I  find  only  one  written 
i  Latin  or  anything  resembling  it.  In  this 
ase  the  entire  script  is  written  out  in  full 
nth  a  rectitude,  which  would  do  credit  to 

.  textbook.    The  signature  is    M.D., 

Serlin,  L.R.C.P. !  Several  scripts  ignore 
ven  the  conventional  signs  and  write, 
'Send  eight  oz.  (of  a  mixture),  and  for  the 
iose  half  fl.  oz.  t.d.s. ;  where  lengthier 
nstructions  are  necessary,  plain  English 
s  resorted  to. 


Pricing  of  scripts  is  another  problem 
which  soon  arises,  a  uniform  is.  gd.  being 
charged  for  an  eight-ounce  bottle,  because 
of  the  proximity  of  a  multiple  concern. 
Just  worked  out  one  on  the  N.P.U.  list 
basis — 2S.  3d.  without  dispensing  fee  or 
bottle  !  That  policy  is  promptly  altered  and 
every  script  carefully  costed.  Find  also  the 
prescription  book  is  not  annotated ;  no 
details  of  whether  pills  are  plain  or  sugar- 
coated,  whether  an  ointment  is  turned  out 
in  a  pot  or  box.  All  those  things  which  help 
a  strange  dispenser  and  make  for  uniformity 
in  dispensing  are  missing.  Good  ■  points  : 
plain  bottles  are  always  used  and  all  labels 
hand-written. 

Tuesday. — Lend  a  .  hancf  with  making 
stock  mixtures,  including  mag.  carb,  lev. 
and  mag.  trisil.,  and  in  the  end  can  proudly 
survey  a  row  of  filled  Winchesters,  sec.  art. 
Now  for  cold  cream,  a  28-lb.  lot.  There  is 
no  water-bath  of  suitable  size  available, 
and  an  enamel  bucket  has  to  be  utilised. 
Weigh  out  the  fats  and  set  the  pail  on  the 
gas  ring  over  a  low  flame.  Go  on  to  the 
counter  to  stem  a  rush.  Comment  to  the 
assistants  on  the  proximity  of  a  fried-fish 
shop ;  this  puzzles  them,  and  I  rush  to 
rescue  my  cold  cream.  Finish  the  job  .and 
set  it  aside  to  cool.  Resume.  The  errand 
boy  filling  the  stock  bottle  of  880  ammonia, 
misses  his  aim  and  makes  the  dispensary 
untenable.  Rest  of  day  uneventful  except 
for  an  overheard  remark  from  an  old 
customer,  "Is  that  man  the  new  owner?" 
I  sense  an  emphasis  on  the  "that." 

Wednesday.— My  Latinist  Berlin  M.D. 
sends  in  a  script  for  a-  gross  of  pills ;  end 
up  hot  and  with  .a  blistered  palm,  but  a 
creditable  batch  of  pills,  the  first  since  1934. 
The  smooth  course  of  business  is  broken 
by  a  traveller.  Am  surprised  to  find  that 
I  have  ordered  a  whole  lot  of  goods  without 
saying  anything  other  than  "  Um"  of  assent 
to  the  traveller's  questions.  Break  off  to 
deal  with  an  irate  customer  demanding 
teats.  Regret  we  have  none  above  or  below 
the  counter.  Having  apparently  made  the 
rounds  of  all  the  shops  she  is  annoyed,  and 
threatens  to  write  to  an  M.P.  about  it.

— Apparently  there  is  a  ski 
clinic  locally,  for  I  seem  to  dispense  ever 
known  dye,  and  numerous  messy  ointment:

PREVENTION  OF  MEASLES  EPIDEMICS 


A  new  and  effective  method  for  the  preven- 
tion of  epidemics  of  measles  has  been 
developed  by  a  group  of  leading  American 
medical  scientists  carrying  on  researches 
for  the  Preventive  Medicine  Service  of  the 
Office  of  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  U.S. 
Army.  The  new  method  was  revealed  by 
Dr.  Francis  G.  Blake.  The  material  used 
in  the  treatment  is  a  protein  separated  from 
blood  plasma  and  known  as  gamma  globu- 
lin. Because  it  contains  the  so-called  anti- 
bodies which  destroy  the  germs  of  measles, 
it  will,  in  most  cases,  prevent  an  exposed 
individual  from  developing  the  disease. 

Origin  of  the  Work 

The  new  method  is  the  result  of  more 
than  a  year's  work  by  the  Commission  on 
Measles  and  Mumps,  and  developed  from 
the  fundamental  studies  on  blood  plasma 
carried  on  by  Dr.  Edwin  J.  Cohen  at  the 
Harvard  Medical  School.  Dr.  Cohen  suc- 
ceeded in  separating  blood  plasma  by 
chemical  means  into  its  various  fractions  or 
components.  One  of  these  is  the  so-called 
gamma  globulin.  Studies  showed  that  all  of 
the  so-called  antibodies  in  the  blood  were 
concentrated  in  this  fraction.  These  anti- 
bodies are  the  chemical  entities  which 
establish  a  person's  immunity  after  a 
particular  contagious  disease.  Since  the 
blood  which  is  collected  for  plasma .  comes 


from  persons  who  have  established  im 
munity  against  many  contagious  diseases 
the  gamma  globulin  contained  in  thi 
plasma  is,  in  effect,  a  vast  treasure-hous' 
of  antibodies  against  many  diseases — no 
only  measles,  but  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever 
typhoid  fever,  etc.  The  Commission  01 
Measles  and  Mumps,  however,  has  been  con 
cerned  only  with  the  investigation  of  th< 
use  of  gamma  globulin  as  a  preventive  o 
measles.  Most  of  the  work  was  done  ii 
Army  camps,  but  one  significant  study  wai 
carried  on  during  an  outbreak  of  measles 
at  a  girls'  college  in  the  East.  .  Whet 
measles  broke  out  in  a  sharp  epidemic  a1 
this  college,  gamma  globulin  was  given  t<; 
sixty-seven  exposed  students  who  had  nc 
previous  record  of  measles,  and  who  there- 
fore were  susceptible  to  it.  It  was  not  giver 
to  thirty-eight  other  susceptible  students, 
Only  one  case  of  average  measles  developed 
in  the  group  of  sixty-seven  students  treated. 

Dosage 

The  gamma  globulin  is  injected  into  a 
muscle  with  a  hypodermic  needle.  Studies 
by  the  commission  have  established  the 
proper  dosage.  For  a  child  between  the 
ages  of  six  months  and  six  years,  the  proper 
dose  is  from  1-5  to  2  mils.  For  a  child  aged 
six  to  twelve  years  the  dose  is  4  to  5  mils. 
For  adults  the  dose  is  8  to  10  mils.

ealth  Centre  Possibilities 

Mr.  Thorpe  asked  if  there  was  not  a 
mger  that,  whilst  the  health  service  was 
;ing  developed,  chemists  would  undertake 
Le  dispensing,  but  when  health  centres 
ere  built  the  service  would  be  changed 
rei  to  public  dispensaries. 
Mr.  Linstead  said  that  the  question  was 
iportant.    Undoubtedly  the  pharmacist 
l  business  must  be  safeguarded  against  any 
;tion  of  that  kind.  He  should  not  be  asked 
)  carry  the  baby.    Regarding  the  factory 
bctor,  Mr.  Linstead  said  he  was  there  for 
ivironmental    incidents    and  accidents 
ad  he  gave  emergency  treatment  only. 
>rdinary  sickness  was  provided  for  by  the 
imily  doctor.     In  large  factories  there 
light  be  a  place  for  the  pharmacist. 
Asked  if  waiting  rooms  would  be  nece's- 
ary  under  the  new  service,  Mr.  Linstead 
aid  that  in  large  dispensing  businesses 
uch  a  room  would  be  an  advantage.  It  was 
easonable  to  suggest  that  patients  should 
>e  provided  with  a  chair  whilst  waiting  for 
nedicine.    Replying  to  a  question  about 
company  shops  and  supervision,  he  said 
hat  company  shops  and  "Co-ops"  were 
part  of  the  trading  community.    In  phar- 
nacy  they  carried  on  business  in  accordance 
with  the  pharmacy  laws.    Work  in  the 
shop  could  not  all  be  done  by  the  pharmacist. 
Assistants  and  apprentices  had  their  place 
at  the  dispensing  counter,  though  super- 
vision must  be  close,  direct  and  personal. 
He  did  not  know  if  post-war  planning  was 
linked  up  with  the  town  planning  scheme. 
In  established  popular  shopping  centres 
there  might  come  a  time  when  only  chain 
stores  could  afford  the  rent  and  rates. 
Chemists  with  personality  and  character 
would  still  survive,  even  if  they  had  to  go 
round  the  corner.   In  new  shopping  areas 
there  might  be  one  shop  to  a  trade. 

Asked  if  chemists  in  business  could  have 
working  hours  comparable  with  those  of 
hospital  pharmacists,  Mr.  Linstead  said 
that  was  something  to  aim  for,  though 
obviously  there  must  be  a  transition  period 


when'  methods  for  limiting  working  hours 
must  be  found.  He  looked  forward  to  the 
time  when  there  would  be  at  least  two 
pharmacists  in  each  pharmacy,  and  this 
would  go  a  long  way  to  meet  the  situation. 
National  Health  Insurance  dispensing,  he 
went  on,  was  remunerated  on  an  un- 
economic basis,  and  chemists  would  not 
contemplate  continuing  on  the  N.H.I, 
scale.  He  was  afraid  that  chemists  with  a 
large  private  dispensing  practice  would  be 
hit.  There  was  this  possibility,  that  in  good- 
class  areas  patients  would  prefer  to  consult 
their  private  doctor  and  pay  for  their 
medicines.  But  in  time  this  would  change 
and  possibly  alter  the  character  of  some 
existing  businesses.  Asked  who  would  do 
the  dispensing  for  out-patients  at  hospitals, 
Mr.  Linstead  said  it  was  probable  that 
patients  would  have  domiciliary  treatment 
in  the  first  instance.  Many  medicines 
prescribed  by  consultants  were  specialised 
preparations  and  would  probably  be  best 
dispensed  at  the  hospital.  Ordinary 
scripts  ordered  at  hospitals  and  health 
centres  should  certainly  be  dispensed  by 
private  pharmacists.  The  efficiency  of  their 
service  must  be  the  criterion.  There  would 
be  an  evolution  in  prescribing,  necessitating 
in  some  places  the  use  of  the  autoclave, 
refrigerator,  etc.  But  the  bottle  of  medicine 
would  last  a  long  time,  and  this  would 
remain  the  bulk  of  medical  prescribing. 
Pathological  work  was  linked  up  with  the 
diploma  in  biochemical  analysis.  This 
r  work  required  skill  and  specialised  know- 
ledge, but  it  would  have  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  medical  pathologist. 
It  was  doubtful  if  a  pharmacist  could  set 
up  as  a  private  practitioner  at  the  present 
time.  It  was  unfortunate  that  they  had 
not  complete  unity  in  pharmacy.  There 
were  elements  they  had  not  been  able  to 
carry  with  them. 

Nuns'  Penicillin  Discovery. — A  Press 
report  states  that  three  nuns  working 
under  supervision  of  Professor  Edward  J. 
Keegan  (chairman  of  the  Biology  Depart- 
ment, St.  John's  College,  New  York)  have 
discovered  that  penicillin  can  be  developed 
from  almost  any  edible  foodstuff  containing 
protein,  carbohydrates  and  butter  salts 
when  inoculated  with  pure  penicillin- 
reproductive  bodies.

Staffing,  too,  said  Mr.  Teesdale,  was  a 
question  on  widen  the  Joint  Committee 
should  publish  its  findings.  If  they  were  to 
make  a  reality  of  dispensing  under  the  direct 
and  personal  control  of  the  pharmacist,  it 
could  not  be  done  in  a  shop  employing  only 
one  pharmacist.  Along  with  the  extension  of 
existing  facilities,  they  must  be  prepared 
to  meet  new  devel'opments. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Anderson,  Galashiels,  asked 
whether,  if  pharmacists  provided  a  service 
of  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  seven  days 
a  week,  they  would  receive  a  retaining  fee, 
such  as  applied  in  the  case  of  the  medical 
and  other  professions  governed  by  muni- 
cipal or  national  conditions.  Chemists  had 
accepted  terms  under  the  N.H.I.  Acts  at 
the  poorest  minimum,  and  their  only  pay- 
ment was  in  respect  of  actual  drugs  sup- 
plied. The  premises  and  the  labour  involved 
were  not  taken  into  consideration.  If  they 
maintained  a  certain  standard  of  excellence 
in  the  provision  of  the  proposed  Health 
Service  they  should  surely  receive  a  similar 
standard  of  remuneration  for  their  work. — 
Mr.  Meldrum  thanked  Mr.  Anderson  for 
re-emphasising  the  points  in  connexion 
with  remuneration.  It  was  impossible  for 
one  man  to  maintain  a  twenty-four-hour 
service,  and  if  pharmacists  were  asked  to 
do  it,  naturally  it  would  be  necessary  for 
them  to  engage  labour  to  maintain  such  a 
service,  and  they  would  require  to  receive 
remuneration  sufficient  for  them  to  employ 
an  adequate  staff.  That  brought  him  to 
Mr.  Teesdale's  point,  namely,  that  once 
they  came  to  deal  with  this  question,  they 
would  require  to  get  into  closer  contact 
with  the  employee  organisations.  He  was 
sorry  it  was  impossible  to  meet  them  at  the 
moment  in  their  clamorous  demands  for 
representation  on  the  Joint  Committee. 
The  hospital  pharmacists  had  established 
a  claim  for  priority,  but  even  they  were  not 
on  the  Joint  Committee.  However,  every 
pharmacist's  opinion  was  being  sought, 
and  he  was  confident  that  they  would 
render  whatever  help  they  could. 

Adequate  Treatment  for  All 

Miss  O.  W.  Scarlett,  Edinburgh,  felt 
that,  under  the  present  system,  panel 
patients  were  not  so  well  attended  as 
private  patients.  This  was  not  so  much  the 
fault  of  the  doctor  or  the  pharmacist  as  of 
the  system.  They  would  require  to  see 
that,  under  the  proposed  Health  Scheme, 
no  restrictions  were  imposed  which  would

prevent  adequate  treatment  and  medica- 
ments for  all  patients. — Mr.  Meldrum 
replied  that,  under  the  present  N.H.I, 
system,  the  amount  of  money  allocated  by 
the  Government  to  provide  drugs  and 
medicaments  was  entirely  inadequate:  It 
would  be  pharmacy's  task  in  the  immediate 
future  to  convince  the  Government  that  it 
was  impossible  for  them  or  anyone  else  to 
assess  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to 
meet  this  new  scheme,  and  that  they  must 
be  prepared  to  meet  any  fund  or  any 
amount  of  funds  required  to  run  the 
service.  Under  existing  arrangements, 
when  money  allocated  for  the  purpose  was 
approximated,  the  doctors  were  notified 
to  restrict  their  services.  If  the  Govern- 
ment, at  some  later  date,  submitted  to 
pharmacy  conditions  of  service  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  pharmacists,  did  not  promise 
to  maintain ,  a  properly  professional  stand- 
ard, it  would  be  their  job  to  tell  the  Govern- 
ment so  and  to  refuse  to  operate  such  a 
scheme.  They  should  let  the  Government 
know  that  their  standard  of  service  was 
not  to  be  measured  by  a  bulk  grant  decided 
upon  in  advance.  \ 

Limitation  of  Pharmacies 

Mrs.  J.  Baillie,  Musselburgh,  suggested 
that  one  of  the  most  important  points  to 
be  considered  was  control  of  the  number 
of  chemists'  shops.  If  proprietor  pharma- 
cists were  to  be  in  a  position  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  wages  that  would  be 
rightly  expected  after  the  war  it  would  be 
necessary  that  there  should  be  some 
control  over  the  opening  and  closing  of 
businesses.  Mrs.  Baillie  also  made  reference 
to  the  position  of  pharmacists  in  relation 
to  jury  service.  Pharmacists  should  be 
exempt  from  such  duty,  and  she  thought 
the  opportunity  should  be  taken  to  have 
the  point  considered. — Mr.  Meldrum  was 
in  entire  agreement  with  Mrs.  Baillie  that 
it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  or 
Board  to  assess  the  necessity  for  the 
service  dispersal  points.  It  would,  however,, 
be  a  difficult  job  at  the  beginning  of  the 
scheme  to  eliminate  a  man  compulsorily. 
On  the  question  of  jury  service,  if  he  were 
called  to  act  as  juror,  he  would  consider 
it  a  very  great  privilege,  and  one  which 
was  as  highly  educative  in  the  life  of  theN 
pharmacist  as  of  anyone  else. 

Mr."  G.  Hedderwick,  Edinburgh,  re- 
marked that  payment  for  dispensing  N.H.I, 
prescriptions  was  standardised,  but  that 
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here  was  no  such  standardisation  in  regard 
o  private  dispensing.  An  endeavour 
hould  be  made  to  secure  some  kind  of 
tandardisation,  and  he  would  like  to  see 
in  extension  of  the  rota  system  which  had 
)een  tried  out  with  success  in  Edinburgh 
n  regard  to  Sunday  work. — The  Speaker 
tgreed  that  it  might  be  of  advantage  to 
)harmacists  to  group  together. 

Mr.  Jackson,  Edinburgh,  endorsed  the 
dew  that  they  should  prepare  a  plan, 
mtlining  the  conditions  under  which  they 
vould  be  prepared  to  undertake  the 
)harmaceutical  side  of  the  proposed  Health 
Scheme.  The  Minister  of  Health  had  asked 
or  this  to  be  done.  *If  they  waited  for  the 
Minister  to  present  a  plan  to  them,  it  was 
lot  likely  to  come  up  to  their  expectations. 
—Mr.  P.  H.  Cartwright,  Galashiels,  said 
;hat  the  Minister  of  Health  would  be  the 
:hemists'  best  custodier  at  some  future 
late.  When  a  customer  came  into  a  chem- 
st's  shop,  the  chemist  did  not  tell  the 
customer  what  he  wanted ;  he  waited 
mtil  the  customer  made  a  request,  theri 
le  fulfilled  it  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 
They  had  not  yet  been  told  what  style  of 
service  would  be  required  of  them  or  what 
terms  would  pertain,  and  consequently  he 
lid  not  think  they  were  in  a  position  to 
liscuss  the  subject.  It  was  most  unfortu- 
late  that  the  pharmaceutical  position  had 
Deen  almost  entirely  omitted  in  the  White 
Paper. — Mr.  Meldrum  said  Mr.  Cartwright 
:ould  rest  assured  that  the  Minister  of 
Health  would  ask  pharmacy  to  consult 
with  him.  It  would  be  unfortunate  if  they 
met  the  Minister  with  only. a  "will  o'  the 
wisp"  scheme. — Mr.  Bateman  asked  why 
they  were  not  in  a  position  to  state  their 
point  of  view.  He  suggested  that  the  points 
mentioned  that  afternoon  should  be  put 
to  the  vote. 

Function  of  the  Present  Discussions  * 

Mr.  C.  G.  Drummond  (secretary  of  the 
Branch)  said  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  White  Paper  stated  that  the  Depart- 
ment was  prepared  to  discuss  matters  with 
the  appropriate  pharmaceutical  bodies.  In 
addition,  the  Secretary  of  State  himself 
had  promised  to  meet  representatives  of 
pharmacy.  They  could  not,  however,  meet 
the  Secretary  of  State  until  they  had  certain 
basic  principles  laid  down  and  approved  by 
all  the  members  throughout  the  country, 
not  merely  by  the  members  of  the  Edin- 
burgh Branch  attending  that  meeting. 
When  they  were  in  a  position  to  meet  the 
Secretary  of  State  they  would  go  forward 
with  principles  from  which  they  would  not 
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be  prepared  to  move.  If,  to  begin  with, 
they  had  a  frank  discussion,  without 
commitment  on  either  side,  they  would  be 
in  a  better  position  to  hammer  out  a 
scheme ;  they  would  be  discussing  the 
matter  in  the  daylight,  and  not  in  the  dark 
conditions  which  had  prevailed  for  so  long. 
The  primary  purpose  of  that  day's  meeting 
was  to  enable  members  of  the  Branch  to 
learn  what  had  taken  place  so  far,  and  to 
stimulate  discussion.  The  Scottish  Joint 
Committee  on  Health  Services  would 
receive  a  report  on  the  meeting  to  help 
them  in  their  deliberations,  and  -  would 
probably,  in  the  final  analysis,  send  out 
a  questionnaire  to  all  the  members  in  the 
country.  He  was  not  opposed  to  taking 
votes  at  this  stage  but  the  subject  was  a 
wide  one  and  no  one  present  could  speak 
for  members  throughout  the  country. 

Dr.  Tait  (Society's  resident  secretary 
in  Scotland)  said  that  the  points  men- 
tioned that  day  had  been  considered  by  the 
Scottish  Joint  Committee  on  Health 
Services  and,  as  a  result  of  their  delibera- 
tions, a  statement  would  shortly  be  cir- 
culated, as  Mr.  Drummond  had  mentioned, 
to  every  pharmacist  in  Scotland.  Mr. 
Meldrum's  excellent  address  and  the  dis- 
cussion would  be  of  help  to  the  Committee, 
who  wanted  the  subject  discussed^ through- 
out the  country  so  that  the  opinions  of 
pharmacists  should  become  known.  Con- 
siderable power  was  suggested  for  the 
Central  Medical  Board,  and  it  was  felt  that 
a  Pharmacy  Board,  with  some  power  of 
control,  should  also  be  set  up.  One  of  the 
principles  for  which  they  were  determined 
to  fight  was  that,  on  every  committee 
affecting  pharmaceutical  interests,  phar- 
macy should  secure  adequate  representa- 
tion. There  was  no  doubt  that  hospital 
representation  must  soon  be  included  on 
the  Scottish  Joint  Committee,  because 
hospitals  represented  one  of  the  most 
important  sections  of  the  proposed  scheme. 
It  was  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  in  its  own  Emergency 
Medical  Service  hospitals,  accorded  due 
recognition  to  the  status  of  pharmacy  and- 
the  pharmacist.  Dr.  Tait  said  how  glad 
members  were  to  have  an  address  by  a 
Scottish  member  of  Council,  who  was  not 
afraid  to  express  his  thoughts  freely. 

The  Chairman  thought  reiteration  of  the 
statement  that  the  Scottish  Joint  Comr 
mittee  had  been  considering  for  some 
considerable  time  just  such  points  as  had 
been  raised  that  day  would  explain  why  they 
were  not  putting  the  various  questions  to 
the  vote,

Pharmacists  and  the  Association  of 
Scientific  Workers 

Sir, — Pharmacists  in  the  public  service 
have  for  many  years  endeavoured  to 
improve  their  status.  Resourceful  indi- 
viduals have  been  able  to  do  so  but  only 
by  comparison  with  generally  prevailing 
standards  which  the  individual  cannot  raise 
by  himself.  Only  collective  action  can 
establish  acceptable  minimum  conditions 
of  employment  as  a  worth-while  basis  for 
individual  advancement.  Present-conditions 
and  the  certainty  of  a  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  pharmacists  entering  the  aug- 
mented health  services  call  for  a  virile 
professional  body  of  trade  union  character 
which  has  an  active  membership  and  an 
efficient  and  politically  powerful  organisa- 
tion. The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  advised  all  employees  to  join 
a  trade  union.  It  is  a  matter  of  profound 
regret  that  the  advancement  of  public 
pharmacists  is  handicapped,  since  no 
organisation  concerned  with  their  welfare 
has  an  effective  negotiating  status.  The 
Association  of  Scientific  Workers  is  a  pro- 
fessional organisation  registered  as  a  trade 
union,  and  within  its  ranks  are  found 
workers  in  every  science  and  branch  of 
technology.  The  association  now  extends 
its  scope  of  membership  to  include  qualified 
pharmacists  howsoever  employed.  A 
meeting  is  to  be  held  shortly  at  the  house 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.i  (full  details 
of  which,  will  shortly  be  published),  to 
inaugurate  a  campaign  the  A.Sc.W.  is 
making  to  organise  all  pharmacists.  We 
feel  that  the  policy  of  the  A.Sc.W.  merits 
the  support  of  all  public  pharmacists,  and 
we  cordially  invite  them  to  attend  the 
inaugural  meeting.  The  sponsors  are  deter- 
mined that  professional  pharmacy  shall  no 
longer  remain  at  the  "mercy  of  unsympa- 
thetic or  quasi-interested  authorities  but 
shall  achieve  adequate  status  and  remunera- 
tion. The  A.Sc.W.  has  a  long  record  of 
achievement.  Pharmacists  can  help  to 
extend  that  record  to  include  their  own 
craft.  The  time  for  effective,  virile,  collec- 
tive  organisation,   and   the  only  chance 


professional  pharmacy  has  of  forging  ; 

future  of  dignity  and  security,  is  now.

Life  Cycle  of  Clothes  Moth. — The  follow- 
ing paragraph,  taken  from  "Pharmaceutical 
Formulas,"  Volume  II,  illustrates  at  what 
point  the  damage  is  done:  "Moths  seldom 
appear  before  April  and  are  with  us  until 
August  or  September.  They  come  from  last 
season's  eggs,  which  have  been  deposited  in 
any *  hairy  or  woollen  article  which  the 
mother  has  found  convenient.  Each  lay 
consists  of  eighteen  to  140  eggs  and  most  of 
these  are  hatched  in  from  three  to  eleven 
days  into  white  soft  larvae  or  worms,  which 
make,  for  themselves  a  comfortable  case 
from  the  cloth  in  which  they  are  deposited^" 
They  begin  to  grow  and  use  more  of  the 
cloth  in  the  process,  this  continuing  for  a 
month,  when  the  worm  is  at  its  biggest. 
Then  it  begins  to  wander  and  makes  the 
tracks  over  the  cloth  which  are  so  heart- 
breaking. But  by  and  by  it  seeks  a  cosy 
spot  and,  through  fastening  up  the  ends  of 
its  case,  becomes  the  full-sized  cocoon, 
sleeps  all  winter  and  in  the  spring  is  ready 
to  take  wings  and  find  a  mate."
